We should, 
therefore, secure the largest pos- 
sible benefits from consolidation 
into larger systems by securing 
consolidation in such fashion as 
will protect and advance public 
interest. 

“The urgent importance of the 
early consummation of consolida- 
tlon warrants consideration of 
methods to expedite it. Under the 
present provision for wholly volun- 
tary action subject to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, many 
consolidations are likely to be long 
delayed. e difficulties of nego- 
tiation betwéen the members of 
the groupes that will be established 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission; the complications arising 
from varying priorities of ur- 
ities affecting the determination of 
terms of purchase by one railway 
line of the property of another; 
the unwillingness of some lines to 
acquire or to sell others; the ques- 
tion of individuality: the difficul- 
ties of establithing by negotia- 
tion the relative value of one prop- 
perty to another; the necessity of 
holding capitalization within the 
limits of the actual property val- 
ues; the complexities and conflicts 
of State regulation and laws—all 
these problems would find a great 
measure of solution if the consoli- 
dated systems were allowed. Fed-

Flyer Forced to Earth by 
Motor Trouble When 
+ Close to Victory 


DAYTON (Ohio) Dec. 7.—Fiying 
a Lae Pere biplane equipped with 
a Moses super-charger, Lieut. John 
A. Macready today attempted to 
nur pass the altitude record held by 
Sadi Lacointe, the French ace, but 
was forced to land on account of 
mechanical troubles after being in 
the air for one hour and twenty- 
eight minutes. 

The weather was ideal and 
chances seemed favorable for bet- 
tering the record of 36,555 feet 
held by the Frenchman when 
Lieut. took the air at 
10 a. m. but he was forced to return 
to earth when near his goal. Call- 
bration of the barographs is ex- 
pected to reduce the altitude figure 
of approximately 37,000 feet con- 
siderably, but how much official 
observers would not say.

Quiet Atmosphere Bother to

Dirigibles Operate Better in

Facts Presented at Talk on 
Polar Flight

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.-—-Winds

hia religion was, he would have an- | 
swered in sonorous Boosters’-Club 
rhetoric, “My religion its to serve 
my fellow-men, to honor my 
brother as myself. and to do my 
bit to make life happier for one 
and all.” If you had pressed him 
for more detail, he would have an- 
nounced, “I'm a member of the 
Presbyterian church, and  nat- 
urally, I accept its doctrines.” If 
you had been so brutal as to go 
on, he would have protested, 
“There's no use Giscussing and 
arguing about religicn. it just stirs 
up bed feeling.”

How scientifically the Sunday- 
school could be organized he 
learned from an article in the 
Westminster Adult Bible Class:

Every one 
who comes gets a glad hand. No 
one goes away a stranger. One 
member of the group stands on the 
doorstep and invites passers-by to 
come in.”

“If you have a Sunday-school 
class without any pep and get-up- 
and-go in it, that is, without in- 
terest, that ise uncertain in attend- 
ance, that acts like a fellow with 
the spring fever, let old Dr. Ridg- 
way write you a prescription.

The Sunday-school journals 
were as well rounded as they were 
practical. They ‘neglected none of 
the arts. As to music the Sunday- 
school Times advertised that C. 
Harold Lowden “known to thou- 
sands through his secred composi- 
tions,” had written a new mas- 
terpiece, “entitled ‘Yearning for 
You. The poem, by Harry D. 
Kerr, is one of the daintiest you 
could imagine and the music is 
indescribably beautiful. Critics are 
agreed that it will sweep the coun- 
try.

Even manual training was ade- 
quately considered.

He was edi- 
fied to learn that the selling of 
Bibles was a hustling and strictly 
competitive industry, and as an 
expert on Dygiene he was pleased 
by the Sanitary Communion Out- 
fit Company’s announcement of

polished beautiful mahogany tray.

At daylight yesterday the outer 
harbor was filled with warcraft— 
dreadnaughts, destroyers, cruisers, 
submarines, auxiliarics and aircraft, 
A blanket-lige fog hung over the 
roadstead to give the «scene a 
strangely war-like atmosphere.

NEW RUSSIAN GROUP OFFERS | 
| RAREST PROMISE | 
By Edwin Schallert 
| Visions of a new peak in the 
artistic side of music's develop- 
ment within our own environs 
were beholden to those who attend- | 
ed the first concert of the new Rus-, 


sian Quartet last night at Gamut | 


‘Club auditorium. Their program 
was given under the auspices of | 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Music | 
Society, and they made their de- 
but to an interested group of lis- 
teners, whore enthusiasm steadily 
grew until it attained the pro- 
portions of an ovation at the close 
of the evening. 

The Russian Quartet comprises 
Calmon Lubeviski, as first violinist: 
Morris Stoloff, as second violinist: 
Herman Kolodkin, viola player, and 
Ossip Giskin, violoncellist. Mr. 
Luboviski is perhaps the best 
known from the fact that he has 
for several years been associated 
with the Los Angeles Trio, and has 
alse appeared as soloist with the 
Philharmonic Orchestra. All the 
players, however, are destined for. 
fame if the promise of their happy 
initial triumph is continuousiy ful- | 
filled. 

I know of no other Los Angeles 
group that has come to the fore 
with so much epirit and so much 
hlended and lively feeling for 
their interpretation. You can 
sense the unity in their ensemble, | 
even though the finer graces of | 
technical perfection have not vet 
been attained. There is nothing 
stiff or pedantic about their atti- | 
tude toward the music which they | 
play, even though this music be in- 


clined to a strict adherenge to 
Classic tradition. 
They gave a Quartet in D by 


Haydn and the “Death And the 
Maiden” Quartet by Schubert, and 
I only hope that we will soon have 
the pleasure of listening to them 
in a Beethoven sumber on the 
one hand, and some moderns, es- 
pecially the Russians, on the oth- 
er. I think personally I had rath- 
lor hear the latter than the former, | 
but then that is a matter of — 
sonal taste. 

The Allegro moderato, opening

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DAILY TRADE TALK 


Economic Situation of Pacific-Southwest Ruled by 


Seasonal Factors; Conditions Summarized 


Steady and gradua) improvement in most of the items which have 
been the cause of concern is reported in the monthly summary of con- 
ditions in the Pacific-Southwest, issued for publication today and com- 
piled by the research department of the First National Bank of Los 
Angeles, the Pacific-Southwest Trust and Savings Bank and the First 
Securities Company. The summary, in part, follows: 


SEASONAL FACTORS 

Seasonal factors have been the 
principal motivating force in 
ness development throughout the 
Pacific-Southwest during Novem- 
ber. General equilibrium has 
been maintained with no extraor- 
dinary developments and with a 
steady and gradual improvement 


in most of the items which have 
been the cause of concern. 

The effects of continued 
weather throughout the month 
have been about equally advan- 
tageous and disadvantageous as 
between different types of agri- 


‘cultural producers, the climatic 


situation having proven beneficial 
to those harvesting crops at this 
time and the growers of decidu- 
ous fruits who have been in posi- 
tion to put their soll in condition 
for next year’s crops earlier than 
usual. On the othes hand, grow- 


jers of winter-season grains and 
‘other crops needing ure are 


showing some losses due to the 


continued lack of rain. A normal 


wet season during the balance of 
the fall and winter should augur 
N crop yields during 

With the principal exception of 
raisins, practically all of the 1923 
crops are now out of the hands of 
producers at generally fair prices, 
in excess of those anticipated at 


the beginning of the present sea- 


son, and agricultural communi- 
ties are facing the new year in 
better condition that at any time 
since the depression of 1920.

The live-stock situation has 
shown comparatively little change, 
with a tendency for the outlook to 
be.more optimistic than for some 


OTL, PRODUCTION 

Comparatively minor changes 
have taken place in the petroleum 
situation during the month. The 
older Long Beach, Santa Fe 
Springs and Huntington Beach 
fields have continued their decline 
in production and drilling opera- 
tions, while the Torrance field has 
shown a rapid expansion with the 
decrease in the older districts. The 
Long Beach field is now the larg- 


lated | est producing district in the Pacific 


Southwest, not because of an in- 
crease in output, but because of 
the greater decrease in the Santa 
Fe Springs territory, which has 
held the lead heretofore. These 
fields, particularly those of Santa 
Fe Springs and Huntington Beach. 
are rapidly approaching a fairly 
normal pumping basis, and may be 
expected to hold about even from 
now on. However, the oil business 
has not yet reached a condition of 
stability, and no material improve- 
ment can be anticipated for some 
considerable period of time, par- 
ticularly if new fields continue to 
be developed before the present ex- 
cess output and storage stocks can 
be absorbed. 

The changes in retall and whole- 
gale trade have been almost ex- 
clusively of a seasonal character, 
with the exception of the fact that 
continued warm, dry weather has 
interfered materially with the 
movement of winter clothing. 
However, toward the latter 
of the month the effect of holiday 
purchases commenced to be no- 
ticeable. While retail sales gen- 
erally have been somewhat lower 
than in October they have equaled 
or slightly exceeded the Novem- 
ber sales of 1922 in practically al! 
lines and all communities within 
the Pacafic-Southwest. The whole- 


subject to the same influence as 
the retail trade and the usual De- 
cember quiet is anticipated as re- 
tall merchants are expected to be 
too busy to pay particular atten- 
tion to restocking and as there 
will be a general tendency to de- 
plete shelves in anticipation of first 
of the vear inventories. 


Construction activities are being

The real-estate market continues

Industry is commencing to feel 
the effect. of the decreage in petro- 
leum production and drilling oper- 
ations, with quite a few men be- 
ing laid off in the old fields and 
with those industrial plants directly 
dependent upon oil-field operations 
/reducing output. Otherwise, in- 
‘dustrial production continues at a 
‘high level with the steady accre- 
ition to the number of new indus- 
trial plants operating in the Los 
| Angeles basin being maintained. 

The investment market has 
| finally shown unmistakable signs of 
‘activity after a very quiet summer 
| and early fall. This renewed 


strength may be traced partially 
to money rates and declining com- 
modity prices and partially to the 
expansion in purchases on the part 
of banks.

part of the month. 

The banking situation has shown 
comparatively little change. Some 
liquidation has taken place in ag- 
ricultural districts as crops ‘have 
been marketed and the usual ten- 
dency for bank deposits to expand 
siightly has been in evidence. While 
the credit situation is somewhat 
easier than during the height of 
the crop-moving season it still calls 
for careful handling, with sufficient 
but not excess funds available for 
the normal demands of this ter- 
ritory.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.— More than 
$200,000,000 of new life Insurance 
funds are beng sent to the agricul- 
tural sections of the country this 
year. This is double the average 
annual increase in the life’ insur- 
ance companies’ holdings of farm 
mortgage loans for the eight years 
ending with 1922. according to 
original statistics submitted at the 


sevententh annual convention of 
the Association of Lite Insurance 
Presidents here this afternoon. In 
thus presenting the current ex- 
perience of the life insurance com- 
| panies, Vice-President Lee A. Phil- 


| Surance Company of Los Angeles. | 


Cal, said that the total farm mort- 


$1.636,000,000. 

“The increasing amount being 
loaned to American agriculture by 
life insurance companies shows the 
| changing economic conditions in 
this country.” said Mr. Phillips. 
“These conditions are tending 
steadily to increase the amount of 
capital required for the average 
farm and the proportion of that 
capital which must be found by 
borrowing on mortgage. It is a 
matter of cold, hard fact that a 
farm mortgage is, in these days, a 
necessity for the young farmer and 
a Sport, without which he can 
hardly succeed. 

“A net increase of more than 
$182,000,000 during the first ten 
months of 1823 in the life in- 
surance companies’ holdings of 
farm mortgage loans shows the 
present trend of life ineurance’s 
contribution to the enlarging needs 
of the agricultural sections of the 
country, The net increase of the 
life insurance companies holdings 
in this class of security during the 
entire year of 1922 was $147,000,- 
000. Thus the companies have 
loaned far more to agriculture in 
ten months of this year than in all 
of 1922. 


YEAR'S GREAT INCREASE 

“A conservative estimate of the 
increase for November and Decem- 
ber of this year will bring the total 
increase of the compames’ holdings 
for the year well beyond $200,000,- 
000; about double their average 
annual increase in this class of se- 
curity for the eight years ending 
with 1922. The ‘total of farm mort- 
gage loans he'd by fifty-two of the 
leading life inevrance companies, 
ae of Octoter 31, 1923, was 1.636. 
000,000, as compared with $647,- 
000,000 at the end of 1914. 

Lite insurance funds constitute 
the grectest single factor in financ- 
ing the agriculture of the United 
States. For fifty years they have 
been an important resource of the 
farmer seeking financial assistance. 
Today we find most of the 280 life 
insurance companies domiciled in 
the United States sending a portion 
of thels reserve funds to the agri- 
cultural sections. The smaller com- 
panies naturally loan on farms in 
their home States and in con- 
tiguous territory, while the larger 
companies dispatch these funds to 
many States—sometimes complete- 
ly across the country.”

_ Mulholland Project 


In order to start the construc- 
tion at once of the Mulholland 
Board of 
Public Works was yesterday grant- 
ed authority to exempt from civil 
service 350 engineers and other 
workers who will construct the 
highway, so that these men may 
be employed at once. The em- 
ployees exempted include the con- 
struction engineer in charge of the 
work, D. L. Reaburn, highway en- 
gineer in the Central Building, who 
is to be paid $10,000 for his year's 
work, and various assistant en- 
gineers, mechanics, surveyors, 
truck drivers, miners and 200 la- 
borers. 


The highway will be twenty-five 
miles in length and will be built 
from Cahuenga Pass over the 
crest of the Santa Monica Moun- 
tains, connecting at Calabasas 
with the State highway between 
Los Angeles and Ventura. The 
road will cost $1,000,000, and will 
be paid for by district bonds which 
have been voted. Under the terms 
of the bond issue, the road must 
be completed within one year. 
Much of the preliminary engineer- 
ing work has been done by En- 
gineer Reaburn, so that construc- 
tion of the highway will start at 
once. 

There will be four construction 
camps established, and four 


gaso- 
-line-driven excavation shevels will 


be immediately started into action, 
operating two shifts a day. It is 
estimated that the shovels will ex- 
cavate a total each twenty-four 
hours of 6000 cubic yards of earth.
